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Car and Truck Production Holds Steady at 60,140 Units This Week: 
Ford Scores Its Second Victory Over New Deal in Retraction by NLRB: 


March Car Sales Seen Totalling 180,000, Trucks About 37,000 Units 


Car and truck production in the United 
States and Canada for the current 
week, ending May 7, will hit 60,140 
units, as against a revised total of 
53,591 units in the previous week and 
139,099 units in the corresponding period of 1937, when 
General Motors and Chrysler divisions were still making 
up time lost during sit-down strikes early last year. 

Gains this week are noted at Buick and Oldsmobile, | 
while Pontiac will lose a half-day’s work because of a 
breakdown in a power plant Monday. Other plants gen- | 
erally are holding to their previous paces. 

General Motors divisions figure to turn out around 22,- 
690 units this week, compared with a revised total of 
16,778 units last week and 53,749 a year ago. Of this total, 
Chevrolet, which got in only about two days last week, 
expects to assemble roughly 16,000 units. Buick has 3,790 
jobs carded, a sizeable gain over last week’s 3,359, while 
Oldsmobile plans on 1,800, Pontiac 1,600 and Cadillac-La- 
Salle around 500 units. 

Ford output will stick in the neighborhood of last 
week’s mark, with 16,030 units planned in the Ford and 
Lincoln divisions this week. Ford should account for 15,-
